Another railway line for Brainerd

St. Louis railway, if it constructs a 
line northward from the tw in cities 
to connect with the Canadian N orth­ 
ern, will build through the Cuyuna 
Iron range, east of Brainerd, in a

Bemidji, thence northw est and di­ 
rectly north to Warroad. 
Such a line 
would tap new agricultural and graz­ 
ing land in the Red Lake basin, as 
well as the newest iron ore range. 
One of the so-called drawbacks o f 
such a road is the Roseau swamp. 
But this swamp is being drained by 
the ditches and dredging being done 
on the Roseau river. 
The road is a 
feasible one, and data show that the 
unequaled grazing land along the Red 
Lake river east of the oulet to Red 
Lake river lake and the agricultural 
development of the section of Beltra­ 
mi county near the lake, where there 
is no railroad, are in such a stage as 
to be atractive to any transporta­ 
tion company. 
This proposed route would furnish 
the most direct line from the Cana­ 
dian boundary through the Cuyuna 
range and would run through a rich­ 
er country than any now operated.
